WASHINGTON .. The prolifera- 
tion of ground-to-ground Tnissiles 
.and chemical Weapons in the Middle 
East Overshadowed other subjects, 
including the Palestinian uprising, 
during Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's talks in Washington. U.S. 
and Israeli officials said yesterday. 

President Ronald Reagan, with 
whom Rabin met yesterday, ex- 
pressed his own concern “about om- 
nous new military developments in 
the region,” in particular “the pro- 

‘liferation of the missiles and chemi- 
cal capabilities.” according to a 
White House statement released lat- 
er in the day. 

Reagan observed that “such capa- 
bilities could change the military sit- 
uation, making any future war far 
more costly, difficult to control, and 
dangerous,” the statement added. 

Both Reagan and Vice President 
George Bush, with whom Rabin 
met on Monday. emphasized “the 
need for international efforts to stop 
this proliferation,” according to the 
Statement. ‘'They also stressed that 
these trends put a premium both on 
continuing U.S.-Israeli defence co-

The defence minister, who was to 
retum to Washington later in the 
evening in order to continue his 
meetings here today, said that the 
administration has agreed to main- 
tain the $1.8 billion in U.S. military 
assistance for Israel in the 1990 fiscal 
year budget. Of that amount, he 
said, $400 million will be available 
to be spent inside Israel. 

In addition, he said, U.S. defence 
contractors selling weaponry to Isra- 
el will be required to spend another 
$100 million in Israel as part of what 
are called direct ‘off-set™ deals. 

Rabin said that the long-awaited 
U.S.-Israeli memorandum of agree- 
ment implementing the co-develop- 
ment of the new Arrow anti-tactical 
ballistic missile (ATBM) system 
would be signed this week. The de-

Business sources claim: 


Koor ‘inflated’ losses

In an attempt to “clear the table“ 
and justify future measures that 
might prove painful, Koor’s new 
management inflated the extent of 
the company’s losses last year, well- 
placed sources in the business com- 
tunity told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The announcement on Monday 
that Koor had lost over a quarter-of- 
a-billion dollars last year has shaken 
up much of the country's industrial 
and financial community. Original 
forecasts had put the company $100 
million in the red. 


According to the sources, the in- 
flation of the figures was most obvi- 
ous in the NIS 100 million set aside 
to finance the closure of various 
plants and the dismissal of workers 
last year. That figure, they said, was 
overly generous. 

Meanwhile, a former senior offi- 
cial at Koor. who asked not to be 
named, last night told The Post that 
the main contributor to the compa- 
ay's unprecedented losses was not, 
as Benny Gaon explained, financial 
mismanagement, but excessively 
high spending on wages.

Agency to talk to Swiss about 
assets of Holocaust victims

Former Jewish Agency treasurer 
Akiva Lewinsky has been delegated 
to negotiate with Swiss banks over 
the freeing of unclaimed assets of 
Jews who died in the Holocaust. 
The object is to have the assets 
transferred to the Jewish Agency. 


‘This was revealed yesterday at the 
Agency assembly by Phil Gran- 
ovsky, chairman of Keren Hayesod. 

Lewinsky told The Jerusalem Post 
that an unsuccessful attempt to re- 
lease these assets for Israel was 
made 30 years ago. He declined to 
estimate the amount of money in- 
volved. He said that the problem is 
“very complex. We are dealing with 
bank . legal. entanglements 
and people who were citizens of var- 
ious countries.” 


Ya’acobi praised the East Jerusa- 
em post office as a symbol of Jews 
and Arabs working together, and of 
the government’s commitment: to 


* providing equal services for all,

MOSCOW (AP) ~ Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev yesterday 
proposed radical changes to the 
Soviet system. including the es- 
tablishment of a powerful, full- 
time legislature, headed by a 
president with powers akin to 
those of many western heads of 
State. 

It was not immediately clear what 
would become of the post of Com- 
munist Party general secretary. the 
job that makes Gorbachev the most 
powerful man in the country. 

Addressing the party's first gener- 
al conference in nearly a balf-centu- 
ry, Gorbachev also: 

-Proposed letting farmers lease the 
land they till to increase production 
quickly and end chronic food 
shortages. 

~ Called for guaranteeing peoples’ 
right to privacy ostensibly granted 
by the 1977 constitution. 

~ Served notice the party would not 
brook organized challenges to its 
authority. 

- Said overhauling the state-run 
Pricing system is “absolutely neces- 
sary” to encourage swift market sat- 
uration with high-quality foodstuffs. 
Many Soviets already worry that 
such reform will mean drastically 
increased food prices. 


added: “These articles and state- 
ments have done enough harm and 
have begun to form divisions on the 
Palestinian scene.”

The Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
Parliament, would become a full- 
time standing body with fewer than 
a third of its present 1.500 deputies, 
Members would be elected -- as ear- 
ly as next spring — by a new Congress 
of Deputies more representative of 
Soviet workers” organizations.

Ceausescu slams protests at plan to raze villages. 


BUCHAREST - Romanian Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu yesterday 
strongly criticized the organizers of 
a mass demonstration against Ro- 
manian government policies held in 
Budapest on Monday. 

Speaking before the central com- 
Mittee of Romania's Communist 
Party. Ceausescu said that the dem- 
onstration, which organizers said at- 
tracted between 70.000 and 100,000 
people, was both “anti-Romanian 
and anti-socialist™ and intimated 
that it was backed by the Hungarian 
government. 

The demonstration was held to 
protest against a Romanian plan to 
destroy some 7,000 villages in the 
Transylvania region.

BEIRUT -- Nearly 150 fighters Joyal 
to PLO leader Yasser Arafat left the 
devastated Shatilla refugee camp

The convoy carrying 147 gunmen 
and their families was later stopped 
on a road feading into Sidon, while

U.S. moves against ‘Mafia-infiltrated’ union 


NEW YORK (Reuter) -- The government yesterday filed 
suit against America’s powerfal Teamsters Union, alleg- 
ing it has been infiltrated by the Mafia and demanding 


that its corrapt officers be removed. 


U.S. Attorney Rudolph Giuliani said the suit alleges 
the Mafia has deprived union members of their rights 
through racketeering, including 20 murders, shootings, 
bombings, beatings, bribes, extortion and misnse of 


union funds. 


The suit asks a federal judge in New York to order free 
elections and other reforms for the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters, one of America’s largest trade 


anions with 1.6 million members. 


The suit asks that the court appoint a trustee whose 
main responsibility will be to ensure free and fair elec- 
tions of new officers to the 18-member governing board. 


The government also seeks court orders to keep the 
Mafia out of the union's activities and the immediate 
appointment of a court officer to curb corruption. The 


Suit was filed after more than a year of study. 


It was the first time the federal government has acted 
against a major national union on grounds that it was 
influenced by organized crime. 

Law enforcement authorities have linked the powerful 


Teamsters, whose members primarily are lorry drivers, 


to the Mafia for more than 30 years. In the 1960s, the 85- 
year-old union was a target of then attorney-general, 
Robert Kennedy, in a probe into organized crime. 


Three out of four previous Teamster presidents have

Reagan plunges again into Irangate quagmire 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) -- Presi- 
dent Reagan has plunged again into 
the Iran-Contra scandal’s legal 
quagmire by declaring his belief in 
the innocence of former White 
House aides Oliver North and Joho 
Poindexter. 

Some legal experts said the presi- 
dent’s remarks on Monday, the lat- 
est of several comments in support 
of his former aides, could prejudice 
the trial and make jury selection 
difficult, 

But U.S. District Judge Gerhard 
Gesell has ruled that the widespread 
publicity should not be seen as prej- 
udicial in the case in which the two 
aides are charged with fraud in di- 
verting funds to the U.S.-backed 


Nicaraguan Contra rebels. 
Reagan, responding to a teport- 
er’s question on Monday, said, “I 
believe in the innocence of the two 
men and I would like to see that 
established once and for 811. The 
president caused a furore earlier this 
year by declaring he did not believe 
North had committed any crime. He 
did not mention North and Poin- 
dexter by name in the Monday com- 
ment but an official confirmed the 
president was referring to them. 
Reagan, who once called North a 
“national hero™ for his role in the 
1985-1986 Iran-Contra scandal, was 
also asked whether he would like to 
speed up the declassification of 
thousands of secret documents in 


order to allow the legal process to 
move quickly forward to trials. 

“I would hope that we could,” 
Reagan replied. 

Reagan's remarks, however, ap- 
peared to be at odds with the official 
White House position. 

“It is not our decision whether 
there is a trial or not,” a U.S. offi- 
cial, who requested anonymity, told 
Reuters. “What the White House 
wants is for the (legal) process to go 
forward unimpeded.” He refused to 
explain Reagan's remarks. 

The official said he knew of no 
plans to order an interagency ad- 
ministration task force that is re- 
viewing some 150,000 documents to 
speed up their work. 


Canada, USSR move to ease tension after expulsions 


‘OTTAWA (Reuter) -- Canada and 
-|the Soviet Union have moved to 


ease tensions arising from a week- 


long spy scandal, expressing hope 
that a tit-for-tat round of diplomatic 
expulsions is over. 


External Affairs Minister Joe 
Clark called in Soviet Ambassador 
Alexei Rodionov for a 30-minute 
meeting on Monday and both men 
said later they wanted a return to 
normal bilateral relations. 

Rodionov said he believed the 
confrontation bad ended. “Both 
sides intend to develop and to keep 
mutually beneficial cooperation in 


all fields in political dialogue, trade 
and economic relations, cultural and 
sport ties,” he said. 

Canada has expelled or barred 19 
Soviet diplomats while Moscow bas 
ordered 13 Canadians out or re- 
stricted their return since the affair 
became public a week ago. 

Ottawa accused Moscow of wide- 
ranging espionage seeking classified 
information for military or commer- 
cial : . 

Clark told reporters he stressed 
the importance to Canada of good 
relations with Moscow while em- 
phasizing that espionage activities 


were totally unacceptable. “We will 
see what comes of this conversation 
today,” Clark said. 

Government officials said later 
they hoped the affair has been put to 
Test but were awaiting an official 
signal from Moscow. Clark did not 
announce any new diplomatic re- 
strictions on Soviet diplomats on 
Monday. But he said visas could be 
delayed for Soviet workers assigned 
to the construction of a new consul- 
ate in Montreal depending on 
whether Soviet staff withdrawn 
from the Canadian Embassy in Mos- 
cow are permitted to return.

Jewish Agency urged to invest | MK critical of closures 
$100m.to upgrade school system :

Jewish Agency treasurer Meir 
Shitrit yesterday urged the Agency 
to adopt new spending priorities. 
and proposed to invest $100 million 
a year in improving the local school 
system. 

Drawing on his experience as 
mayor of Yavne for 14 years, Shitrit 
told delegates to the Agency assem- 
bly that the causes of social distress 
should be attacked by upgrading the 
schools. He recalied that when he 
became mayor in 1973, he decided 
to focus his efforts on improving the 
school system from the bottom up. 

“Too often we confine ourselves 
to treating the symptoms of distress 
rather than the causes," he said. 
The key to eliminating social dis- 
tress, he said, is to help people be- 
come responsible for their own fate. 

The Assembly yesterday con- 


firmed Shitrit as Agency treasurer. 

He proposed that next year the 
Agency start pilot projects to over- 
haul the education system in two 
towns, one in the Galilee and the 
other in the Negev. 

“We can't let inertia dictate our 
priorities. The Agency has to be up 
to date and initiate new pro- 
grammes. The Agency should be the 
catalyst for change, introducing new 
ideas. Once they are working, 
though, the Agency should step 
aside and let the government take 
over.” 

He said that if more of the Agen- 
cy's resources are invested in “mak- 
ing Israel a better place to Jive, then 
more Israelis will want to stay here, 
and more Jews from abroad will 
want to come and live here. Then 
we can invest less effort around the 
world trying to convince people to 
come here.”

J’lem couple recall life in Japanese prison camps

The visit here this week by Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister Sosuke Uno 
stirred up memories for Israeli Jews 
interned by the Japanese during 
World War II. Most of them did not 
originate in this country. What is not 
commonly known is that their num- 
bers included natives of Eretz Yis- 
rael, the “Palestinians” of pre-State 


Japanese in a camp in Surabaya, the 
port city. Later they were separated 
and transferred to other camps in a 
more central part of the country. 
Esther was told when she was 
moved to the second camp that she 
could bring with her only what could 
be packed into a smal] suitcase. 
Unlike the Germans, the Japa- 
nese made no distinction between 
Jews and non-Jews. They were all 
herded together in the same bar- 


ys.

Dwek recalling how she and her 
husband, Gavriel, also born in Jeru-

Bean οἱ the Dweks’ relation- 
ship wi japanese began in the 
1930s, when an Iraqi Jew from Indo- 
nesia came to Jerusalem looking for 
ἃ bride. He was introduced to Gav- 
riel Dwek's sister, whom he mar- 
ried. Gavriel was 18 at the time and 
undecided about his future. 

His new brother-in-law ran a 
prosperous concern that specialized 
In producing and polishing optical 
lenses, and invited him to come to 
Indonesia to learn the trade and 
share in the profits. 

After a few years, it was Gavriel's 
turn to find a bride and he returned 
to Jerusalem, where he met and 
married Esther. The couple set up 
house in Indonesia. 

When the war broke out, many of 
their circle were able to flee to ei- 
ther Australia or the U.S. The 
Dweks were less fortunate. 

They were first interned by the 


One day the Jewish women were 
asked to come forward. They were 
moved temporarily to another part 
of the camp. Esther thought that 
perhaps the Japanese were acting on 
the instructions of the Germans, 
about whom she had heard from 
Prisoners with clandestinely held 
radios. 

After a few days, the Jewish wom- 
en were returned to their former 
barracks. She never knew, why they 
had been moved. 

The Japanese guards did not 
make any trouble for prisoners who 
obeyed the mules, Esther recalis. 
“They were not really cruel, just 
very strict disciplinarians who used 
harsh methods to instil good 
behaviour.” 

Many Dutch prisoners who had 
brought valuable clothes and oma- 
ments with them to the camp traded 
them for food. The deals were made 
across the bamboo and barbed-wire 
fences with Indonesian villagers. 
Anyone caught was sevérely pun- 
ished. Sometimes a woman was 
forced to sit in the sun all day with- 
out any food or drink. 

Esther was a model prisoner, and 
never suffered any of the stern mea- 
sures applied by the Japanese 
against some of the rebellious pris- 
oners. She was permitted to work in

the fields; where she could occasion- 
ally stave off her hunger with freshly 
picked fruits or vegetables. 

To the best of her recollection, 
hunger was the only real hardship. 

She wasn’t the only prisoner who’ 
arrived in the camp with only the 
contents of a small suitcase. The 
Japanese, displeased by the wide 
disparity between the haves and 
have-nots, one day ordered all. the 
women to empty their suitcases and 
had every woman in the camp file 
Past to try on shoes and dresses.

else. It affects American children as 
well, she notes: many are in poot 
physical condition, while learning 
disabilities are on the increase. 

“Time is against us,” she says. 

About that basketball team: One 
of her clients, a millionaire, was the 
owner, and after she had helped him 
and several members of his family, 
he asked her to “energize” his ath- 
letes. ‘’The coach was not too happy, 
about the idea, but I worked with 
the star of the team.

AMADEUS FESTIVAL -- The Israel Chamber Orchestra conducted by Nicholas 
Kraemer; Claude Frank, piano; Julia Wilson-James, soprano; Mira Zakai, contralto; 
Christoph Homberger, tenor; Udo Roestel, bass; with the participation of the Norwe- 
gian Soloist Choir (Tel Aviv Museum, June 27). Hadn: Symphony No. 80 in D minor; 
Mozart: Concerto No. 9 in E flat major for piano and orchestra, K. 271; Mass in C 


major ("Coronation Mass’"), K. 317. 


HAYDN'S SYMPHONY No. 80 contains so many surprises, so many 
unexpected musical events, that only a perfect performance. bringing out all 
these marvels with transparent clarity, can do full justice to the score. 
Kraemer's performance did just this. The conductor enjoyed every detail, 
every invention. He surprised us exactly as Haydn must have surprised his 
startled listeners. He shaped the phrases, tumed from instrument to instru- 
ment. and had each one of the instrumental sections join the game that 
Haydn had invented. This performance was fun. real fun. 

_ Mozart's concerto takes us into a completely different world. The first 
movement is still lighthearted and emotionally noncommittal, but the 
second movement plunges us into dark shadows and introspection. It was in 
this movement that Frank showed his great musicianship. The voices 
surfaced from the depth: the sighing gestures. the poignant harmonies, the 
doleful melody, all relayed an unmistakable message of affliction. The third 


movement was dazzling brilliance. 


As this was the last programme of the ICO to be presented this season, the 
festive “Coronation Mass” was an excellent choice. With one exception. on 
the words “et incarnatus est” in the Credo, where Mozart suddenly descends 
into mysterious darkness, the whole work expresses faith through ἴον.

Unprecedented clash at manufacturers’ meeting | 
Sharon and industrialists

‘The annual meeting of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association yesterday 
turned into a verbal sparnog match 
between the industrialists and the 
Treasury. with Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon joining bis constitu- ἢ 
ents in a spirited outcry against Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim. 

“Efficiency, yes.” said Sharon, 
“but got to the point of bringing 
about the collapse of our industrial 
sector.” Sharon lashed out at Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim for 
maintaining a freeze on the ex- 
change rate. a policy, he said, which 
was driving industry to the brink of 
disuster. He also attacked the gov- 
ernment’s high interest rate policy 
and the growing tendency to open 
the marke: to competing imports, 
winning himself loud applause from 
the audience. 

Nissim responded to attacks from 
all sides by accusing the Manufac- 
turers’ Association of putting out 
false information to promote the in- 
terests of the country’s industrial- 
ists. He said that for industrialists, 
economic stability had turned into a 
four-Ictter word. ᾿ 

Manufucturer’s Association presi- 
dent Dov Lavtman seconded Shar- 
on’s attacks against the govermment, 
once again accusing Nissim of being 


out of touch with reality and “not 
reading the map correctly.” He also 
accused Nissim of slandering the in- 
dustrialists. “How ἐπε γοῦ aici 
us of opposing stability, it is 

who is in charge of the inflated pub- 
lic sector which is the main villain in 
the piece.” Neat 

But Nissim stressed in his speech 
that the Treasury will not change its 
policy. “There will be no devalua- 
tion and the government will not 
give into workers’ demands,” the 
finance minister warmed. He de- 
sctibed the present pre-election pe- 
riod as a critical one, insisting that 
this would not be the “‘big year of 
bribery.” ᾿ ia 

Turning to the industrialists, the 
finance minister said: “It is in your 
interests, above everyone else, that 
a balanced budget be maintained 
and stability continue. All demands 
to increase the budget wil! only reig- 
nite inflation.” 

Nissim said that one of the gov- 
emment’s main objectives must be 
to reduce inflation to those levels 

evailing in Western Europe — 
about 3% per annum. “An apnual 
rate of 16% cannot persist,” he said. 

Sharon, meanwhile, called on the 
goverament to belp industrialists 
solve their problems of eroded prof- 
itability to the dollar-bloc countries.

Hapoalim to 
manage Teus 


Bank Hapoalim's Investment 
Company will manage Teus, the 
Histadrut’s industrial development 
corporation, for one year. Hapoa- 
tim will also have the option to buy 
Teus und its subsidiaries after one 
year, at a price still to be set. 

An accord between the invest- 
ment company and Teus was signed 
yesterday in Tel Aviv after Hapoa- 
lim got the approval of Banks’ Su- 
pervisor Amnon Goldschmidt. The 
supervisor also gave his authoriza- 
tion for the investment company to 
manage Teus for the period stated in 
the accord. 


Teus was established by the Hista- 
drut to support new industrial pro- 
jects, mainly in development areas. 
It deals with textiles, plastics and 
electronic traffic signals and in re- 


cent months has been suffering from 
losses. 

The spokesman for Hapoalim 
said the investment company would 
be using its managerial know-how 
for the one-year period stated in the 
accord, and would then decide 
whether it would be profitable to 
purchase Teus. Under the clauses of 
the accord Hapoalim will have the 
option to extend the management 
period for one more year, if it does 
not decide to buy at least 50% of 
Teus's shares, The investment com- 
pany will have the right to appoint 
Teus’s board.

The Jerusalem Municipality has 
attached the bank accounts of East 
Jerusalem hoteliers for their failure 
to pay municipal rates (amona). 
The attachment has been in effect 
since last week. 

“We never said that we don’t 
want to pay,” said Fahami Nasha- 
shibi, secretary of the Arab Hotel 
Association. “We just wanted to 
pay a reasonable amount.” 

Hotels cannot pay $100,000 in 
rates, Nashashibi said, when they 
are not doing any business. The 
West Jerusalem hotels, he pointed 
out, are still being buoyed by do- 
mestic tourism, but Arabs from oth- 
er parts of the country are not visit- 
ing East Jerusalem. 

Gedalia Sprach, a Jerusalem Mu- 
nicipality rates official, said that 
while he sympathized with the plight 
of the East Jerusalem hoteliers, he 
could not give them a larger reduc- 
tion than he has already. 

The arrangement he had made 
with these hoteliers, he explained, 
was that they should pay 50% of the 
value of their rate bills on a monthly 
basis for the period March, April, 
and May, while for the mouth of 
June they should supply a detailed

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A reform that’s needed 


JUSTICE may easily be denied without injustice being intead- 
ed. It may, as every schoolchild knows, be denied by being 
unreasonably delayed. 

That is ali too often the case in Israel’s fiercely independent 
but undermanned, understaffed, underpaid, uo uipped 
and still uncomputerized court system. Larger funds are plain- 
ly needed to make it possible to hire more judges and provide 
them with decent working conditions. Lack of money is not, 
however, the only problem. A reform of the antiquated court 
system itself is urgently called for, on the lines of the better 
western systems. 

A court reform bill was last week approved by the cabinet 
for prompt submission to the Knesset. If passed before the 
coming election. it could, within the next two years, bring 
about an overhaul of the system. 

The origins of the reform bill lie in a 1980 report of a select 
committee headed by the then deputy-president of the Su- 
preme Court, Moshe Landau. A year ago the court’s incum- 
bent president, Meir Shamgar, revived and expanded the 
reform idea, which was then picked up by the justice minister, 
Avraham Sharir. Mr. Sharir pressed to launch the reform at 
one fell swoop. Justice Shamgar, probably anticipating nega- 
tive reactions from District Court judges, pleaded for a care- 
fully modulated, gradual advance. 

The cabinet’s final version of the bill is.a cross between the 
two approaches. The Magistrates and District Courts will 
eventually be merged into a single Court of First Instance. and 
an intermediate Appellate Court will be created to lighten the 
Supreme Court's present heavy case burden. But for a start, 
only a number of appellate divisions of the District Court will 
be formed. Moreover, implementation of the final stage of the 
reform will require the consent of the finance minister and of 
the Supreme Court president. 

The cabinet's concessions to gradualism did nothing to 
placate all but four of the country’s eighty District Court 
judges. In an unprecedented press conference on Monday, 
they gave their reasons for opposing the bill. The proposed 
reform, they complained, though a tradition-shattering, radi- 
cal step, had been decided upon hastily and without due 
consultation. Their own judicial standing would be undercut 
by association with the judges of the lower Magistrates Courts. 
And it was upthinkable that the decision on implementation of 
the last, crucial stage of the bill, will likely be rushed through 
the Knesset and not be subject to parliamentary deliberation. 

Weighty and worthy of consideration as these arguments 
may be, they do not invalidate the case for a reform of the 
court system, even a reform sponsored by Israel’s worst justice 
minister ever. 

The District Court judges themselves do not challenge the 
need for an intermediate Appellate Court on which some, 
though admittedly not many, of their number should find their 
more elevated place. Their objections are directed mainly at 
being asked to consort with the lower bench. But, as the dean 
of the Hebrew University’s law faculty, Prof. Stephen Gold- 
stein, has pointed out, “there is no significant difference 
between the selection principles adopted in appointing judges 
to the two courts.” 

Moreover, the present division between District and Magis- 
trates Courts has proved to be largely artificial and 
unwarranted. 

More than a restructuring of Israel's court system is needed 
to make it work as it should. But a restructuring is unavoid- 
able, and the District Court judges would do well to focus on 
such genuine shortcomings of the proposed reform as they can 
detect, rather than offer blanket opposition. 


Immigrant absorption again 


THE government and the Jewish Agency have taken an 
historic step this week by approving an agreement to transfer 
basic immigrant absorption services from the Agency to the 
government. 

The step was long overdue. The old division of responsibility 
for immigrant absorption between the government and the 
Agency had plainly become unworkable, particularly with " 
regard to housing which the government had failed to supply. 
Absorption centres had lost their original rationale as tempo- 
Tary quarters and became clogged with immigrants who had no 
other place to go. 

From now on. the government will bear full responsibility 
for temporary. as well as permanent. housing for new immi- 
grants. The Agency's role will be confined to providing supple- 
mentary absorption services and to helping immigrant associa- 
tions expand and improve their operations. An Advisory 
Council on Immigrant Absorption is to be set up which will 
include representatives of the government, the Agency and 
immigrant associations. 

But will the government be able to carry out its own new 
mandate, with the interests of new immigrants primarily in 
mind ? The negotiations over the past few months between the 
government and the Agency revealed that immigrant-absorp- 
tion policy is shaped by budgetary constraints as understood by 
the Treasury, and by hardly anything else. This has most 
Tecently been shown in the Absorption Ministry's adoption of 
the “direct absorption” strategy, which aims to close down 
most absorption centres and channel immigrants to rented 
flats soon after they arrive. 

Whatever the intrinsic merits of this strategy. it owes mote 
to the Treasury's unwillingness to pay for a large network of 
absorption centres than to any weighing of the real needs of 
immigrants. This cannot be helped, perhaps, in Israel's pre- 
Sent financial state. But if so, the fact should be openly 
admitted. Official blather about Israel's irrevocable commit- 
ment to tts vocation as the state of the Jewish people. and of 
aliya, is no substitute for decent and efficient immigrant 
absorption. ,

Uprising endangers the gains of 21 years 
An economic stake in peace 


PEOPLE ARE DRIVEN by “pas- 
sions and interests.” Adam Smith 
wrote 200 years ago. 

For six months, Middle East pas- 
sions have been displayed in tele- 
vised images of stone-throwing Pal- 
estinians and the Israeli soldiers 
confronting them. But ultimately, 
when cooler heads prevail, it will be 
interests that determine the destiny 
of our region. The interests of both 
Israel and the Palestinians lie in the 
attainment of a political settlement. 

The proof of this is the remark- 
able economic, educational and so- 
cial progress made by inhabitants of 
the West Bank and Gaza during the 
21 years of Israeli rule. Consider the 
following facts: 

In 1968, the gross domestic prod- 
uct (GDP) of the West Bank and 
Gaza amounted to only $441 mil- 
lion; by 1986, its GDP had nearly 
quadrupled, to $1.5 billion. Eco- 
nomic growth averaged 7 per cent 
annually during 1968-86, a pace few 
countries (including Israel) man- 
aged to attain. 

When Israel took over the territo- 
ries, there was severe unemploy- 
ment -- 18 per cent in Gaza in 1968, 
and 13.5 per cent in the West Bank. 
In 1986, those rates had fallen to 1.5 
per cent in Gaza and 3 per cent in 
the West Bank. 

Among working-age men in the 
West Bank, the proportion of those 
with education beyond the elemen- 
tary level doubled between 1970 and 
1984, from 22 per cent to 44 per 
cent; the comparable rise in Gaza 
was from 32 to 52 per cent. There 
were no universities or vocational 
schools in 1967; by 1985, there were 
six universities and 24 vocational 
schools. 

In 1985, fuily 93 per cent of 
households in Gaza had electricity. 
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the coexistence of two states — that 
Abu-Sherif's ideas are something 
new, a significant departure in Pal- 
estinian politics? 

“True, Arafat and other PLO 
spokesmen have, over the last 
months, made similar statements 
implying a peaceful coexistence of a 
Palestinian-Arab see ΜΠΠΙ ae 
(thus discarding the i us Char- 
ter of the PLO — though not formal- 
ly abrogating it). Indeed, some com- 
mentators saw the beginning of a 
new PLO position, accepting a state 
in the occupied territories only and 
in coexistence with Israel, already in 
a decision of the Palestine National 
Congress of 1974 — though this inter- 
pretation was never endorsed by 
PLO spokesmen. -- 

Abu-Sherif’s paper is the first 
fully reasoned PLO statement advo- 
cating an unquestioned acceptance 
of Israel and negotiations and 
peaceful coexistence with it. Thi 
fact should be duly acknowledged, 
despite all our doubts, and the state- 
ments emanating from the prime 
minister and his office, from “‘ana- 
lysts,” and even from the Foreign 
Ministry that there is ‘“‘nothiag 
new” in Abu-Sherif's paper appear 
to me to be short-sighted. 

Moreover, Abu-Sherif's propos- 
als should be welcomed by Israel, 
but cautiously: re-stating Israel's 
needs and demands, particularly 
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compared with 23 per cent in 1972 
(the earliest available figure); 77 per 
cent had a TV set (8 per cent in 
1972) and 78 per cent had a refriger- 
ator (6 per cent in 1972). The gains 
in the West Bank were no less rapid. 
In 1970, there were only 1,600 pri- 
vate cars in the entire West Bank 
region. By 1986, there were 
35,0000, conferring on the inhabit- 
ants the dubious modern blessing of 


traffic jams. 


DURING THE PAST 21 years, the 
West Bank increased its exports ten- 
fold, selling $239 million worth of 
oods in 1986; two-thirds went to 
el, and much of the rest to 
Jordan. 

There has been a major construc. 
tion boom. In 1968, building was at 
a virtual standstill. In 1986, ἃ million 
square metres of construction was 
completed in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

All these impressive achieve- 
ments stand in stark contrast to the 
neighbouring Arab countries: inde- 
scribable chaos in Lebanon, eco- 
nomic stagnation in Syria and Jor- 
dan, and austerity in war-torn Iraq, 

The rapid progress in the West 
Bank and Gaza over the past two 
decades is the result of the huge 
benefits conferred on both Israel 
and the territories by unfettered 
economic cooperation and coexis~ 
tence. Some 115,000 West Bank and 
Gaza residents worked in Israel pri- 
or to the intifada, and about 80 per 
cent of them continue to do so, 
earning wages nearly double the ter- 
ritories’ local going rate. 
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for whom the “natural rights” of the 
Palestinian Arabs (solemnly accept- 
ed by Begin in 1978) do not include 
national rights, cannot do so. But 
moderate Israelis accepting the re- 
ition of Palestine and the idea of ἢ 
territory for peace, should indeed. 
Abu-Sherif's proposals. ifsincere, } 
seem to conform to the ‘Yariv-Shem- | 
toy Formula which, though never: 
officially adopted as government 
policy, has guided. and should 
guide, the thinking of the moderate 
camp: a PLO that strives for a Pales- 
tinian-Arab state in part of Palestine 
in peaceful coexistence with Israel 
could be a partner for negotiations 
and agreement - and should be 
clearly told so. 
Abu-Sherif’s ideas may well be 
doomed because of the PLO leader- 
ship’s inability to act on them in the 
face of the extremists in his own 
camp. But at least moderate Israel 
should cease to be blinded by its 
rigid, self-created taboo banning 
any talks with the PLO (even a 
changed one) and any acceptance of 
a Palestinian-Arab state (even one 
in part of Palestine, in agreement 
and peaceful coexistence with Isra- 
el, and with security arrangements 
acceptable to Israel), and should 
clearly proclaim that PLO proposals 
based on a peace treaty and peaceful 
coexistence could, if sincere, be wel- 
comed and seriously negotiated.

The ov- 
set of the imifada has severely dis- 
rupted the West Bank and Gaza 
economy with a 25 per cent drop in 
output and, according to one 
source, a 35 per cent drop in pur- 
chasing power. The cost to Israel's 
economy so far is estimated at 2 per 
cent of GDP, or about $600 million, 
representing about half of the ex- 
pected economic growth in 1988. 
While baa ad substantial, it has 
not alte: el's bargaining posi- 
tion or significantly shifted public 
opinion. 

The economy of Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza has significant potential. 
It has a relatively educated labour 
force, proximity to markets, low 
taxes and no government debt. Fol- 
lowing ἃ political settlement, a 
Common Market between these 
areas and Israel, allowing free move- 
ment of labour, capital, goods and 
services, would offer large gains to 
both sides. Uncertainty has so far 
forestalled industrialization; a polit- 
ical agreement would unleash entre- 
preneurial energy and speed intro- 
duction of new technology and 
industries. 

Peace is essential for Israel for 
many reasons. Our future character 
as a Jewish and a democratic state 
depends on it. Our social and eco- 
nomic development are directly tied 
to it. For 21 years, both sides en- 
joyed large gains through mutually 
beneficial economic relations. In 
head-on conflict, both lose. Both 
Israel and the Palestinians have a 
strong interest in recapturing the 
huge dividend that an agreement 
would yield. That interest will hope- 
fully prevail.
